month. Scores* of miner* lift their 
■haft bouse* from every hill and hun- 
dred* of men work there day and night. 
Everyone I* Interested either directly 
or Indirectly In mining, though many 
a hoping, eager fellow ha* found out 
that "all la not gold that glitter*” 
Colorado scenery ha* been raved 
about and It ha* not been exaggerated, 
especially that around Colorado Spring* 
and Nlanltou It I* not beautiful with 
the gently rounded slope*, curving 
streams, overhanging trees, fields of 
♦ waving blue-gra** and peaceful flock* 
that mark a Kentucky land*cai>e. It ha* 
not auch soft.
